UK threatens to block 
new EU treaty if 
demands not met 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron yesterday threatened 
to block a new European 
Union treaty designed to save 
the euro from the debt crisis if 
London's demands are not met. 

Cameron said Britain's 
huge financial sector and the 
single market would have to be 
protected if he were to sign up 
to a new EU-wide treaty aimed 
at resolving the crisis in the 
euro, which Britain does not 
use. 

His threat increases the 
likelihood that France and Ger¬ 
many, who proposed rewriting 
the treaty Monday, will end up 
pushing for an agreement be¬ 
tween just the 17 nations who 
use the euro and not all 27 EU 
states. 

For the EU treaty to be re¬ 
formed to allow greater euro¬ 
zone integration, all members 
of the bloc must agree. 

Cameron's remarks are 
likely to anger under-fire euro¬ 
zone leaders as they scramble 
to come up with a convincing 
rescue plan after the Franco- 
German proposal was over¬ 


shadowed by Standard & 
Poor's threat of a debt down¬ 
grade. 

He said his main aim at a 
crunch summit of European 
leaders in Brussels this week 
was "to defend and promote 
British interests," although he 
recognised it was in London's 
interests for eurozone leaders 
to quickly resolve the crisis. 

"If they choose to use the 
European treaty to do that, 
then obviously there will be 
British safeguards and British 
interests that I will want to in¬ 
sist on," he said. "I won't sign 
a treaty that doesn't have those 
safeguards in it, around things 
like, of course, the importance 
of the single market and finan¬ 
cial services." 

Central to British concerns 
will be protecting the City of 
London, one of the world's 
biggest financial hubs. 

Britain has previously 
voiced opposition to a Franco- 
German plan for an EU-wide 
financial transaction tax, insist¬ 
ing any such measure must be 
applied worldwide to be effec¬ 
tive.

— Some 60,000 households 
will slip below the poverty line 
by the end of next year, bring¬ 
ing the total number of poor 
families to 588,000, according 
to a new report by the national 
statistics office CBS and the 
government's socio-cultural 
policy unit SCR 

While single parent families 
and people living on benefits 
account for the bulk of poor 
households, an increasing 
number of people who work as 
freelancers are also now con¬ 
sidered to be poor. 

By the end of next year, one 
in nine children under the age 


of 18 will be growing up in a 
family which has enough for 
its basic needs, but little else, 
the report says. 

Freelancers now account for 
50% of the working poor, 
compared with 41% 10 years 
ago. Six out of 10 of them own 
their own homes. 

The two organisations have 
a different definition of 
poverty. The SCP uses a defi¬ 
nition based on basic needs 
and minimal savings for recre¬ 
ation and 'participation in soci¬ 
ety' - about €1,000 a month for 
a single person or €1,880 for a 
couple with two children. The 


CBS uses €940 and €1,770 as 
its cut-off points. 

The current minimum wage 
for an adult is just over €1,400 
a month.

And on Satur¬ 
day, temperatures will dip to 
between 2 and 4 Celsius, with 
a light frost at night and snow 
and hail, the paper said.

Dr. Putnam is author of a num¬ 
ber of books, among them 
“Bowling Alone” which ar¬ 
gues the United States has un¬ 
dergone an unprecedented 
collapse in civic, social, asso- 
ciational, and political life, 
which make up a concept he 
terms “social capital,” since 
the 1960s, with serious nega¬ 
tive consequences. An expla¬ 
nation of social capital and the 
findings of a number of studies 
regarding this was his topic for 
yesterday’s address. 

Professor Dr. Putnam ex¬ 
plained that social capital en¬ 
compasses a number of ideas 
and practices, including tangi¬ 
ble social networks, such as 
tightly-knit communities and 
norms of reciprocity-doing 
good for friends and commu¬ 
nity, not because one expects a 
return, but because it is 
morally right. This can result 
in a return for the individual 
when needed, or be passed on 
to the community, thus initia¬ 
ting a ripple effect of beneficial 
behavior. Such networks have 
value for individuals and com¬ 
munities, and though it can be 
used for negative purposes, it 
normally has a positive aspect. 

Social Capital is associated 
with more honest and efficient 
community life, which in¬ 


cludes effective government, 
conscientious tax payers and 
law abiding citizens, low cor¬ 
ruption and creditworthiness. 
It also contributes to improved 
educational outcomes for 
youth, and improved child 
welfare, physical and mental 
health, improved economic 
performance and generally, 
greater life satisfaction and 
well being. Studies have 
shown that a greater the sense 
of connectedness with family, 
friends and community to have 
a direct positive effect on 
health and reduction of stress. 
“As contradictory as this may 
sound, you may actually re¬ 
duce stress by going to some 
community meetings or partic¬ 
ipating in those of a service 
club,” he told the amuse audi¬ 
ence. 

According to studies, Social 
Capital increased greatly in the 
U.S. from 1900 to 1965, ex¬ 
cept for The Great Depression 
years, particularly as it applies 
to volunteer associations and 
service clubs; however, it has 
fallen drastically from 1965 to 
2010, dropping below the 
worst years of the 1930’s. 
Why? “Technological and so¬ 
cial change has made earlier 
forms of Social Capital (such 
as service clubs, traditional 


dinner parties and simple occa¬ 
sions of interacting as a group) 
somewhat “old-fashioned and 
obsolete.” 

Dr. Putnam concedes what 
a useful tool the Internet can be 
for loved ones to stay in touch 
over long distances, and social 
networks can be a viable 
method for interaction among 
friends, but he feels to interpret 
online friends as a replacement 
for traditional relationships as 
misguided. The concept of 
“social networks” existed long 
before the Internet; this com¬ 
ing generation mustn’t be 
raised to think that it only ap¬ 
plies to online communities, as 
this will only contribute to iso¬ 
lation. In point of fact, it is the 
personal networking aspects of 
our life that often results in ob¬ 
taining a better job and eco¬ 
nomic position, which gives it 
a tangible as well as psycho¬ 
logical value. Television is cer¬ 
tainly a primary element in the 
breakdown of these networks, 
and the isolation it encourages, 
in his opinion; not so much the 
content as the practice of leav¬ 
ing behind community gather¬ 
ings but to remain within the 
isolated environment of our 
homes. 

This is, however, the chal¬ 
lenge modem societies under¬ 


going rapid change, now face: 
how to foster new forms of 
civil society? Country and 
community leaders are faced 
with the challenge “to NOT re¬ 
vive the society of the 1950’s, 
but to invent new forms of so¬ 
cial capital and develop a new 
and more capacious sense of 
“we.” 

The opening day of the 
Happy Community Confer¬ 
ence continued with practical 
presentations about Commu¬ 
nity Engagement and Empow¬ 
erment with Nadia Dresser of 
the University of Aruba, Peta 
Anne Baker from the Univer¬ 
sity of the West Indies and 
Prof. Jose Antonio Ruiz San 
Roman from Universidad 
Complutense de Madrid. After 


lunch, Andrew Edgerton from 
Gallup addressed the gathering 
along with John Reinhardt of 
City Planning, IBM and from 
Aruba, Raffy Kock, Architect 
with the Infra Advisory Group 
and Daniel Tecklenborg from 
CEDE Amba, which adminis¬ 
trates donations for the island 
foundations and assists worth¬ 
while proposed community 
projects to obtain funding. 

Today’s sessions will con¬ 
tinue at the Crystal Theater in 
Oranjestad, and the final day 
of Community Building and 
Positive and Proactive Com¬ 
munication will take place at 
the YMCA in San Nicolas to¬ 
morrow.

KABUL (AFP) - Twin blasts at 
Afghan shrines on the Shiite 
holy day of Ashura left at least 
59 people dead yesterday, with 
most killed in a massive sui¬ 
cide attack in Kabul which 
ripped through a crowd of 
worshippers. 

The attack in the capital, 
which killed 55 and wounded 
134, plus a second in the north¬ 
ern city of Mazar-i-Sharif, 
came the day after an interna¬ 
tional meeting in Germany on 
the future of Afghanistan fol¬ 
lowing 10 years of war. 

The Kabul blast was the 
deadliest strike on the capital 
in three years and President 
Hamid Karzai said it was the 
first time insurgents had struck 
on such an important religious 
day. 

It erupted at the entrance to 
a riverside shrine in the city 
center, where hundreds of 
singing Shiite Muslims had 
gathered to mark Ashura along 
with men whipping their bare 
backs as part of the traditional 
mourning ritual. 

Men and women at the 
scene sobbed as they surveyed 
the aftermath and screamed 
slogans denouncing Al-Qaeda 
and the Taliban, an AFP pho¬ 
tographer at the scene said. 

The Taliban denied respon¬ 
sibility for the "inhumane" at¬ 
tacks in Kabul and Mazar, 
blaming "the invading enemy" 
— an apparent reference to the 
140,000-strong foreign force 
in Afghanistan. 

The NATO-led Interna¬ 
tional Security Assistance 


Force declined to address that 
claim directly but its com¬ 
mander, US General John 
Allen, condemned the blasts as 
"an attack against Islam itself." 

Afghan interior ministry 
spokesman Sediq Sediqqi, 
meanwhile, directly blamed 
Taliban-led insurgents while 
confirming the death toll. 

In an almost simultaneous 
blast to the one in Kabul, four 
people were killed in Mazar-i- 
Sharif near the northern city’s 
landmark Blue Mosque. 

The dead people were all 
Shiites, killed as they walked 
towards the mosque to carry 
out mourning rituals, said 
provincial governor’s spokes¬ 
man Munir Ahmad Farhad. 

When the Sunni Taliban 
ruled in the 1990s before being 
ousted by a US-led invasion in 
2001, minority Shiites suffered 
brutal persecution, but in re¬ 
cent years sectarian violence 
has been rare. 

During the 10-day Ashura 
ceremonies, which peaked yes¬ 
terday, Shiites beat themselves 
with knives and chains in reli¬ 
gious fervour as they mark the 
seventh-century killing of a 
grandson of the Prophet Mo¬ 
hammed. 

Shiites were effectively 
banned from marking Ashura 
in public under the Taliban. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai, who was due to arrive 
in London late yesterday for 
talks with British Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron, can¬ 
celled his UK visit to return 
home after the deadly attacks. 


GENEVA (AFP) - US Secre¬

ICC seek urgent answers 
from Libya over Kadhafi son

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court judges 
called on Libya’s new leaders 
yesterday to inform them as a 
matter of urgency if and when 
they intend to hand over 
Moamer Kadhafi’s captured 
son Seif al-Islam. 

The Hague-based chamber 
said it was seeking from 
Libyan authorities ”on an ur¬ 
gent basis" information on a 
number of issues including 
whether and when they "intend 
to surrender Seif al-Islam Kad¬ 
hafi to the court". 

The court also said in a 
statement that it wanted to 
know whether Seif was arrested 
"on account of the court’s war¬ 
rant" and whether information 
that Kadhafi’s one time heir-ap¬ 
parent was "being held incom¬ 
municado" was true. 

Seif, who was arrested on 
November 19 almost a month 
to the day after his father was 
captured and killed, is being 
held in the southern Libyan 
town of Zintan, officials from 
the National Transitional 
Council have said. 

The court said it was also 
inquiring whether an expert 
could be mandated to examine 
Seif "in order to assess his 
physical and mental state" and 
whether the ICC registrar or a

representative could meet him. 

The ICC issued a warrant in 
June for Seif on charges of 
crimes against humanity over 
the Libyan conflict, but after 
his capture the NTC said it 
wanted to try him on Libyan 
soil. 

ICC chief prosecutor Luis 
Moreno-Ocampo said earlier 
that Seifs trial could be held in 
Libya under the auspices of the 
court. 

He also proposed two other 
options: Libya asking the ICC 
to decide whether a Libyan 
court could prosecute Seif, or 
Libyan courts trying Seif for 
other crimes for which he is 
wanted in Libya, with the ICC 
prosecuting him in The Hague 
on a separate charge of crimes 
against humanity. 

The ICC’s mandate says it 
can only prosecute those ac¬ 
cused of genocide, crimes 
against humanity and war 
crimes if a state’s national 
courts are unwilling or unable 
to investigate and prosecute 
them. 

Seif and Kadhafi’s spymas- 
ter Abdullah al-Senussi are 
wanted by the court on charges 
of crimes against humanity, in¬ 
cluding murder and persecu¬ 
tion, while quashing the 
anti-Kadhafi uprising. 


China's Hu urges navy to prepare 
for combat 



BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese 
President Hu Jintao yesterday 
urged the navy to prepare for 
military combat amid growing 
regional tensions over maritime 
disputes and a US campaign to 
assert itself as a Pacific power. 

The navy should "accele¬ 
rate its transformation and 
modernisation in a sturdy way, 
and make extended prepara¬ 
tions for military combat in 
order to make greater contribu¬ 
tions to safeguard national se¬ 
curity," he said. 

Addressing the powerful 
Central Military Commission, 
Hu said: "Our work must 
closely encircle the main 
theme of national defence and 
military building." 

His remarks, which were 
posted on a statement on a 
government website, come 
amid growing US and regional 
concerns over China's naval 
ambitions, particularly in the 
South China Sea. 

China claims all of the mar¬ 


itime area, as does Taiwan, 
while four Southeast Asian 
countries declare ownership of 
parts of it, with Vietnam and 
the Philippines accusing Chi¬ 
nese forces of increasing ag¬ 
gression there. 

In a translation of Hu's 
comments, the official Xinhua 


news agency quoted the presi¬ 
dent as saying China's navy 
should "make extended prepa¬ 
rations for warfare." 

But the Pentagon yesterday 
downplayed Hu's speech, say¬ 
ing that Beijing had the right to 
develop its military, although it 
should do so transparently. 


Peru's ailing Fujimori should be pardoned, 
says daughter 


LIMA (AFP) - The time has 
come to pardon Peru's ailing 
disgraced former president 
Alberto Fujimori, his daugh¬ 
ter and political heir said yes¬ 
terday. 

"The health of my father is 
getting worse every day," 
Keiko Fujimori, a rightwing 
lawmaker who was defeated 
in a presidential runoff vote 
in April, told the TV channel 
Frecuencia Latina. 

"A medical report clearly 
indicates that my father is 
suffering from severe cyclical 
depression, that he has vari¬ 
ous intestinal and stomach 
problems," she added. "I 
think the time has come to 
seek a pardon." 

The elder Fujimori, who is 
serving a 25-year sentence 
for his role in crimes commit¬ 


ted by an army death squad 
during his time in office, has 
had cancerous lesions on his 
tongue for years. 

Detractors maintain that 
his illness is being exagger¬ 
ated as a ploy so he can get 
out of prison and flee the 
country. 

An October report co-au- 
thored by eight doctors ap¬ 


pointed by the health min¬ 
istry described Fujimori as 
"chronically ill elderly per¬ 
son." 

The report said there was a 
high risk of his cancer resurg¬ 
ing, after it has already been 
operated on four times, as 
well as the presence of a cyst 
on his pancreas, high blood 
pressure, and depression.

Vaccine against Ebola 
works in mice: US study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers said this week they 
have made progress toward an 
experimental vaccine against 
the deadly Ebola virus that is 
80 percent effective in mice. 

Ebola is a rare but notorious 
African virus and feared future 
weapon of bioterrorism be¬ 
cause it usually kills its victims 
by overwhelming the immune 
system, causing multiple organ 
failure and bleeding to death. 

Thirty-five years after 
Ebola first emerged, there is 
still no vaccine for human pro¬ 
tection because none of the 
candidates were able to sur¬ 
vive in long-term storage as 
part of a national stockpile to 
be kept in case of use in an at¬ 
tack. 

But scientists in Arizona re¬ 
ported in the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences on Monday that they 
have created a vaccine that 
fuses an antibody with tobacco 
plants, potentially yielding a 
more stable vaccine. 

They took part of a protein 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
women are being offered free 
supplies of the emergency 
"morning-after" contraceptive 
pill over the Christmas and 
New Year holidays, the coun¬ 
try's leading abortion agency 
said Tuesday. 

The British Pregnancy Ad¬ 
visory Service (BPAS) said it 
saw more women with un¬ 
planned pregnancies in Janu¬ 
ary than any other time, and 
hoped the project would re¬ 
duce numbers. 

In its online campaign, 
BPAS references increased 
festivity at this time of year as 
one cause, but also warns that 
pharmacy closures due to the 
holidays often made it harder 
to get hold of emergency con¬ 
traception. 

The new service allows 
women to request the morn¬ 
ing-after pill in advance and, 
following a 15-minute tele¬ 
phone consultation with a 
nurse, receive a pack that also 
includes condoms and "advice 
literature". 

"We know women often do 
not take the morning-after pill 
after unprotected sex," said 
Ann Furedi, chief executive of 
BPAS. 

"They may not think their 


from the surface of the virus, 
melded it to an antibody that 
recognizes the viral protein 
and produced the vaccine in 
tobacco plants. 

The plant-derived immune 
complex was then injected into 
the mice along with another 
immune boosting chemical 
called PIC. 

Eight in 10 pre-treated mice 
survived a subsequent Ebola 
infection. All mice who did not 
receive the vaccine before 
being infected with Ebola 
died. 

More research is needed to 
determine if the vaccine would 
be safe and effective in people. 

According to the UN's 
World Health Organization 
(WHO), about 1,850 cases of 
Ebola, with some 1,200 
deaths, have occurred since 
1976. 

The virus has a natural 
reservoir in several species of 
the African fruit bat. Gorillas 
and other non-human primates 
are also susceptible to the dis¬ 
ease.

"If a woman has the morn¬ 
ing-after pill at home 'just in 
case' she may be more likely 
to engage in risky sexual be¬ 
haviour than she would nor¬ 
mally — particularly over the 
festive period with the associ¬ 
ated increase in alcohol con¬ 
sumption," a spokeswoman 
said. 

Department of Health fig¬ 
ures show 189,574 abortions 
were carried out in England 
and Wales in 2010, 0.3 percent 
more than in 2009 and eight 
percent more than in 2000.

British women offered

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Chinese go online to vent anger 
over pollution

BEIJING (AFP) - Millions of 
Chinese went online Tuesday 
to vent their anger over the 
thick smog that has blanketed 
Beijing in recent days, raising 
health fears and causing hun¬ 
dreds of flights to be can¬ 
celled. 

Sales of face masks were 
reported to have surged as 
residents of China's heavily 
polluted capital sought to pro¬ 
tect themselves from the air, 
which US embassy figures 
ranked as "very unhealthy". 

Beijing's main airport can¬ 
celled hundreds of flight due 
to the poor visibility on Sun¬ 
day and Monday, angering 
passengers at the world's sec¬ 
ond-busiest airport. 

Users of Sina's weibo — 
one of China's most popular 
microblogs — expressed frus¬ 
tration at travel delays, with 
one saying it had taken him 24 
hours, instead of four, to travel 
to Beijing from the southern 
city of Shenzhen. 

"I'm exhausted. All of this 
was because of the thick 
smog," wrote Hu Yueyue in 
one of 4.4 million comments 
about pollution posted to Sina 
on Tuesday. 

Competitor Tencent's 
weibo users' posts on pollution 
generated a whopping 68 mil¬ 
lion comments, boosting the 
topic to the fourth most-dis¬ 
cussed of the day. 


India to ban 'offensive' 


NEW DELHI (AFP)-India on 
Tuesday vowed to ban offen¬ 
sive material from the Internet 
after Facebook, Google and 
other major firms told the gov¬ 
ernment they were unable to 
screen content before it was 
posted. 

Communications Minister 
Kapil Sibal said talks with the 
Internet giants had failed to 
come up with a solution fol¬ 
lowing complaints that he had 
lodged three months ago over 
"unacceptable" images. 

"My aim is that insulting 
material never gets uploaded," 
Sibal told reporters in New 
Delhi. "We will evolve guide¬ 
lines and mechanisms to deal 
with the issue. 

Sibal said the government 
supported free speech and was 
against censorship but that 
some material on the Internet 
was so offensive that no one 
would find it acceptable. 

He said he had shown 
some of the worst images to 


the Internet companies, who 
had said they could not control 
all distribution. 

"Three months back we 
saw that Google, Yahoo!, 
Facebook had images which 
could be an insult to Indians, 
especially religious-minded 
people," Sibal said. 

Sibal said the firms had 
shown that their "intention 
was not to cooperate" and that 
they had explained they were 
only "platforms" on which 
people could display material. 

He added that "sometimes 
when asked for data in respect 
to terrorists... there is hesita¬ 
tion (by Internet companies) 
to provide that data." 

Facebook, which has 25 
million users in India, released 
a statement saying it "recog¬ 
nised the government's inter¬ 
est in minimising the amount 
of abusive content" online and 
would continue to communi¬ 
cate over the issue. 


TOKYO (AFP) - Highly ra¬ 
dioactive waste water from the 
crippled Fukushima nuclear 
plant has leaked to the Pacific, 
its operator said Tuesday, 
promising to prevent similar 
incidents. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
(TEPCO) said it believes 150 
litres (40 US gallons) of waste 
water including highly harm¬ 
ful strontium, linked with bone 
cancers, has spread to the open 
ocean. 

The announcement came a 
day after TEPCO said it found 
45 tonnes of waste water 
pooled around the leaky water- 
treatment system at the 
Fukushima Daiichi nuclear 
plant. 

TEPCO said Monday it be¬ 
lieved about 300 litres of 
waste water have escaped and 
run into a nearby gutter that 
leads to the ocean before 
crews could contain the leaks. 

The water leaked to the sea 
is believed to contain 26 bil¬ 
lion becquerels of radioactive 
materials, TEPCO said. 

The company said, how¬ 
ever, human health should not 
be affected even after eating 
sea food caught in the area for 
every day for one year. 

"We again sincerely apolo¬ 
gise for causing worries and 


troubles to the area residents as 
well as the society at large for 
releasing water containing ra¬ 
dioactive materials," TEPCO 
said in a statement. 

In the weeks after the 
March 11 earthquake and 
tsunami hit the plant, TEPCO 
dumped 10,000 tonnes of 
lower-level radioactive water 
into the Pacific Ocean. 

Subsequent reports have 
found the radiation was widely 
dispersed and did not pose a 
threat to human or animal life. 

Fukushima's make shift 
water-treatment system has 
been hit by a series of prob¬ 
lems which forced officials to 
temporarily shut it down. 

But TEPCO said the leak 
would not hinder its plans to 
bring the reactors to a state of 
cold shutdown by the end of 
the year. 

Large areas around the 
Fukushima plant have been 
left contaminated with radia¬ 
tion after a series of meltdowns 
in the world's worst nuclear ac¬ 
cident since Chernobyl. 

The accident has not di¬ 
rectly claimed any lives, but 
has left tens of thousands of 
people displaced and rendered 
whole towns uninhabitable, 
possibly for decades.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - A

Liquidators running what 
remains of the company said a 
US bankruptcy court in New 
York had approved a plan for 
the now infamous firm to exit 
Chapter 11 protection.

with ignominy in 2008, its full 
dissolution depends on settling 
creditors' claims worth around 
$450 billion. 

The judge's approval of a 
bankruptcy plan moves that 
process toward conclusion. 

"Confirmation of this plan 
is a testament to the enormous 
efforts of the many stakehold¬ 
ers who recognized the value 
of an economic compromise 
plan and did yeoman's work to 
achieve it." 

According to Lehman 
Brothers Holdings Inc. the 
bankruptcy was "the largest 
and most complex in history," 
involving 7,000 legal entities 
in 40 countries, and 75 distinct 
court proceedings. 


According to former fi¬ 
nance minister Wouter Bos, 
who is giving evidence to a 
parliamentary inquiry into the 
2008 credit crisis, the supervi¬ 
sion of eurozone countries' 
budgets must be done by an in¬ 
dependent authority such as 
the European Central Bank 
rather than politicians. 

Shock warnings of possible 
debt downgrades for both the 
eurozone and its bailout fund 
shook EU leaders yesterday, 
turning up the pressure to find 
a solution to the crisis at a do¬ 
or-die summit this week. 

The announcement by Stan¬ 
dard & Poor's that it was put¬ 
ting the sovereign debt of 
almost all eurozone countries 
on review for a possible down¬ 
grade jolted European markets 
which had taken a turn for the 
better with a Franco-German 
plan to tighten budget rules in 
the currency union. 

The move came as a bomb¬ 
shell particularly for Germany 
which had always seen its gold 
standard AAA debt rating as 
unassailable. 

And a number politicians 
saw it as a bid to deflect atten¬ 
tion away from the United 
States' much bigger — and po¬ 
tentially even more dangerous 
— debt mountain. 

But S&P immediately fol¬ 
lowed it up with another blow 
yesterday, warning it could 
also downgrade the triple-A 
rating of the eurozone debt res¬ 
cue fund, the 440-billion-euro 
($590-billion) European Fi¬ 
nancial Stability Facility or 
EFSF. 

The EFSF was set up in 
May last year to protect vul¬ 
nerable eurozone nations after 
Greece was bailed out by the 
European Union and the IMF 
and has since been used to pro¬ 
vide rescue loans to Ireland 
and Portugal. 

With a triple-A rating, the 
EFSF is able to raise funds in 
the bond market with much 
lower interest rates than bailed 
out nations would get on their 
own.

Geithner to EU: IMF will 
play a role, but without 
U.S. aid 


Many are looking to the 187- 
member International Mone¬ 
tary Fund to step in as the 
rescue vehicle in the euro 
zone. “Of course it has a role 
to play,” U.S. Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Timothy Geithner said in 
some noticeably short com¬ 
ments in a press conference in 
Frankfurt yesterday. “The IMF 
exists in some ways for this 
purpose, to help members meet 
financial needs,” he said. How¬ 
ever, he coupled this statement 
with the claim that reports that 
the U.S. Federal Reserve may 
contribute to a special IMF 
fund to aid the EU are "not ac¬ 
curate." 

Either Geithner is suggest¬ 
ing that the IMF succeed in a 
bailout plan without the U.S. 
involvement, or he was simply 
practicing more discretion in 
his European tour this time 
around. 

A plan for an IMF-aided 
euro zone rescue has two¬ 
pronged options, according to 
analysts. One prong involving 
a series of bilateral loans of¬ 
fered by national governments, 
central banks or by national 
treasuries, which would in turn 



be offered with preferred cre¬ 
ditor status to recipient nation¬ 
states in the euro zone. 


The other prong is to tap the 
IMF’s reserves with the “spe¬ 
cial drawing rights” privilege, 
which would probably need to 
be increased to meet the needs 
of euro zone nations. This 
amount may need to be in¬ 
creased by as much as 650 bil¬ 
lion EUR ($870 billion), 
according to analysts at 
Deutsche Bank. This would 
“cover up to three years of 
funding needs for Spain, Italy 
and Belgium and allowing for 
contingencies for bank recapi¬ 
talization programs and addi¬ 
tional support for countries 
already under a program,” 
wrote Deutsche Bank analyst 
Francis Yared this week.

"Lioness: Hidden Treas¬ 
ures" was put together follow¬ 
ing the 27-year-old's death in 
July and features unreleased 
tracks, alternate versions of ex¬ 
isting classics as well as a cou¬ 
ple of brand new compositions 
by Winehouse. 

The 12-song album "is on 


course to be this week’s num¬ 
ber one on the Official Album 
Chart," the company said. 

"The album came out yes¬ 
terday and it's number one — 
the biggest selling album in the 
country," a spokesman for Is¬ 
land Records told AFP. 

Some of the proceeds from 
the album will go towards the 
Amy Winehouse Foundation, 
set up in the singer's memory to 
help fund charities that provide 
help, support and care to young 
people. 

Her father, Mitch Winehouse, 
tweeted that "my heart is sad but 


bursting with pride" at news of 
the album's success - although 
he admitted to reporters that he 
could not listen to it because the 
memories were too painful. 

"I had to listen to it to approve 
it in the first place, the whole 
family did, but after that I can't 
listen to it. I don't want to bust 
into tears," he said.

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Footballs Barca bid to extend record silver 
streak 


MADRID (AFP) - Barcelona 
look to build on their record 
medal haul under coach Pep 
Guardiola this month with the 
home-grown hero aiming to 
lead his side to a 13th trophy 


when they play in the Club 
World Cup. 

Guardiola has had an as¬ 
tonishing run of success at the 
helm of Barcelona in his 
three-and-a-half years in 


charge which has seen the 
side dominate the European 
and Spanish game. 

In the summer, victory in 
the European Super Cup over 
Porto saw Guardiola claim his

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12th trophy and overtake the 
11 won by Johan Cruyff in his 
eight years in charge from the 
late 1980s. 

Barcelona, whose stars in¬ 
clude Ballon D'Or nominees 
Xavi and Lionel Messi, the 
current holder, will join the 
competition in Japan at the 
semi-final stage, as will South 
American champions Santos 
of Brazil. 

The Catalan side are aim¬ 
ing to repeat their achieve¬ 
ment in 2009 when they came 
from behind in the final to 
beat Argentine side Estudi- 
antes 2-1 in extra time. 

That win crowned an 
amazing year for Barcelona 
when they won the six cups 
that were on offer although 
they can’t quite match that 
achievement this year, after 
being beaten by Real Madrid 
in the King's Cup final. 

But it would still be a re¬ 
markable year and demon¬ 
strate the domination of a side 
which pundits are touting as 
among the best of all time. 

The appointment of 
Guardiola in the summer of 
2008 was considered a gam¬ 
ble by the then president Joan 
Laporta and his board, with 
the previous coach Frank 
Rijkaard having been sacked 
after losing control of the 
dressing room. 

With opinion polls of his 
leadership rock bottom and 


having had to fight a vote of 
no-confidence, Laporta 
needed a popular choice and 
he chose Guardiola — a fans' 
favourite as part of Cruyffs 
'Dream Team' in the 1990s. 

Although inexperienced, 
Guardiola inherited the basis 
of a strong side even though 
they had petered out at the 
end of the 2007-08 season and 
where beaten to the title by 
Real Madrid. 

Crucially Guardiola intro¬ 
duced discipline and put his 
faith in young players who he 
knew well, having been coach 
of the youth side, while he 
judged that high-profile play¬ 
ers like Ronaldinho and Deco 
had lost their way. 

In his first full season, 
Guardiola won the treble and 
along with the established 
stars former youth product 
Gerard Pique, who returned to 
the club from Manchester 
United, became an assured 
figure at the back. 

In attack, youngster Pedro 
Rodriguez emerged as a lethal 
finisher and by the end of 
2009 he had become the first 
player to score in all six club 
competitions in a single year. 

In the two years since that 
Club World Cup victory, 
Barcelona have continued 
playing their famous brnd of 
quick, passing football.
